ICirkpatric/^ liad a CIA phone number in his pocket when he turned himself into a hos- 
pital feeling th. onslaught of a mental illness he suffered. T urner said she was connected 
with the CIA. She was an accomplished liar but there were indication tliat^she had some 
such connections. I took much time in an effort to learn and was not able to. Geraci was 
kidnapped the day David Ferric died by the Jefferson Parish juvenile officer, a Sergeant 

who had handled Philip 1 s juvenile case, and Frederick 0 1 Sullivan, a Now Orleans

vice squad officer who recruited Oswald into the CAP and was a friend of David Ferrie.

Turner was 21 when 1 first knew her. Kirkpatrick wa s 32 when, with Turner, I interviewed 
Mm in the mental hospital at Jackson, La., where he was confined in a locked ward. He was 
fiiiQvev allowed outside and the Secret Service had an undenied connection with Ms hospitali- 
sation. It did not respond when I wrote it. When I skimmed these papers early tMs morning 
it was with the intent of destroying, them. I decided not to on the chance, probably remote, 
that at some future point they may/ or interest if not of value. 

Godfrey was frail but when I asked, at Ms request, that lie be allowed outside with me 
briefly, if neccssaary handcuffed to me, I was refused. Ho told me he'd not been out in 
the fresh air and sun since hospitalization and lie wanted that very much. 

He had been in a less secure mental hospital at Mandeville , La., when he escaped saying

he was going t*> ld.ll arrison. Instead lie assaulted Ms mother, who leg as yfecall hoe 
broke o He had a pistol he'd gotten from a doctor. Turner told me what kind of pistol it was 
and she was correct because Mrs. Kirkpatrick showed it

iirs. Al arge Kirkpatrick was very kind and helpful to me. She was of the far right. She 
had a sign on her front door, ""Register Communists, Not Guns." She invited me to use the 
separate slave quarters on her Garden Dostrict li ome, still a fine home in what was no longer 
as fine a part of the city as it had been. *^t was on Jackson Street or Avenue near St. 
Charles, a main thoroughfare on which the streetcars then were still dunning. 

Godfrey was gay. He had married a progannt woman who was a friend of Clay Shaw, as I

recall and Shaw is t Neman Garrison charged with conspiring to kill JFK. He -/as acquitted 
in less tlian an hour. There is reason to believe that had connections with the CIA 

other than through its overt Domestic Contact Service but there^iis no proof of wMch I am 
aware.

Turner was a iJ eu u r leans narcotics squad informer, as I confirmed doubly. ^he rnay 
well k'.ve been a federal infornrer. I could not confirm that but did confirm that she was 
known to the federal narcotics officers. I suspect her pay was her supply of whatever she 
used. She knew a major distributor well enough to astound two of Garrison's staff with an 
C\ cenunt of liis car, which had been confiscated^that when it rained drugs that had not been 
found could be smelled in that car. 

Marge Kirkpatrick rented rooms. Some of her tenants seemed to be of interest but I was 
not able to carry tliat forward. I had little money and could spend little time there. The 
tw owe-3T weeks I was Urge's guest .i lost 15 pounds, had four real meals, hut was also blessed 
by having the free use of a Fiat sports car lpandex to me by J.B.Vela, an auto dealer on
